Paris, April 25.—The allied repa- 
rations commission delivered an ul- 
timatum to the German government 
today demanding that one billion 
gold marks be placed at the com- 
mission’s diposal in the vaults of 
the Bank of France on or before 
April 30. 

In its latest note to the German 
government, the reparations com- 
mission formally expresses its re- 
great at the contents of the Ger-

TWO HUNDRED 
BILLION IS OFFER. 

Berlin, April 25.—The payment by 
Germany of 200,000,000,000 gold 
marks for reparations is, roughly, 
the proposal submitted by Germany 


for transmission to the allies, ac- 
cording to sources close to the gov- 
ernment. 

The payments will be spread over 
a period of from 30 to 42 years, or 
less, according to Germany’s eco- 
nomic recovery. 

Economic pledges in the way of 
goods and participation in German 
industries aré offered as guaran- 
tees, it is stated. 

The offer, it is indicated, inclines 
more toward the terms formulated

Georgia Authorities Have 
Failed Absolutely in 
Handling the Cases, De- 
clares High Official Here 


GOVERNMENT PREPARED 
TO SEND 50 MEN HERE 


Murder of Blacks in Baker 
County and Night Riding 
in Taliaferro and in Spal- 
ding, Is Charged. 


“Since the state of Georgia has 
failed absolutely in handling peon- 
age, lynching and cruelty to ne- 
groes conditions, I believe the fed- 
eral government should be asked 
to take complete charge of the 
Situation and remain in control 
until these violations of the law are 
checked,” 

This statement, made by one of 
the highest officials of the state 
Monday night, additional startling 
developments relative to holding ne- 
Zroes in peonage, killing and ac- 
cording them other cruel treatment, 
and the announcement of Vincent 
Hughes, head of the federal bureau 
of investigation, that department 
heads in Washington had informed 
him they would send unlimited as- 
sistance to Georgia’ to handle the 
government’s end of the cases,’ 
caused much speculation as to the 
next steps to relieve the situation. 

Urges Prosecution. 

Coincident with this discussion 
came the statement of Governor 
Hugh M. Dorsey that he would call 
upon every  solicitor-general to 
prosecute immediately all cases of 
mob violenceandcruelty to negroes. 
At the same time, he declared he 
will “do all in his power to bring 
the real situation in Georgia before 
its citizens,” and co-operate with 
federal officials in their prosecu- 
tions. ' 

Governor Dorsey’a decision for 
immediate action was reached Mon- 
day afternoon following the receipt 
of sensational allegations of the 
murdering of blacks in Baker coun- 
ty, activities of night riders in 
Taliferro, Spalding and other coun- 
ties. 

“I would be killed if some of the 
people of my county knew that I 
had given this information,” read 
one of the letters received from a 
white man who described conditions 
in the county in which he resides. 

Baker County Conditions. 


One of the letters from Baker 
county told of how negroes were 
taken from their homes at night 
and whipped, while others were or- 
dered to leave their homes and Qn 
failing were either severely punish- 
ed or killed. It was charged that 
instead of decreasing, these unlaw- 
ful acts were increasing. 

“The situation in Georgia is un- 
believable,” said the governor. “I 
cannot understand it. I believe the 
people should be acquainted with 
the full facts in the various cases 
reported to this office and have ar- 
ranged for full publicity. I will ask 
every solicitor-general in the state 
to prosecute immediately all acts of 
mob violence and request the next 
legislature to strengthen our laws 
covering all such cases.” 

The exact location of the second 
“murder farm” was learned by The 


Constitution Monday night. While 
the name of the owner and the 


county ,cannot be revealed, owing to 
the inquiry of federal agents, it 
may be stated that the plantation 
is owned by two of the wealthiest 
farmers in south Georgia and is cul- 
tivated strictly along nmfddern lines. 
Beautiful Residence. 


Very few mules are used on the 
place, tractors and trucks perform- 
ing most of the work. The res!- 
dence of one of the owners@ who 
resides on the place, is one of the 
most beautiful in the county, and 
has all the conveniences of city 
homes. Both farmers have taken 
a prominent part in public affairs of 
the county. Their farm, which cov- 
ers several thousand acres, has been 
considered a model to be followed 
by a number of the leading agricul- 
turist of Georgia. 

About fifty negroes are employed 
on the plantation, and it is charged 
that a number of these have been 
held in peonage; that when several 
of them escaped. they were appre- 
hended and returned and accorded 
cruel treatment. District Attorney 
Hooper Alexander received his in- 
formation from white \people, he 
stated, who described conditions on 
the plantation equally as bad as 
those of the Williams “murder 
farm.” At least three blacks have 
been killed on the south Georgia 
farm, it is alleged.

Hiowever, the Auditorium holds a 
vastly larger throng comfortably 
than the city council chamber, and 
the audience is decidedly better 
looking. After devoting a busy day 
to. both forms of Atlanta’s favorite 
entertainments, I unhesitatingly and 
unqualifiedly assert that opera wins 
the decision over bunco by the 
length of the coat tails of an ove- 
ning suit. 

The cast of characters in “Andrea 
Chenier” and “Woodward's Wicked 
Work” are similar in appearance. 
Signor Crimi is built along iden- 
tically the same lines as Bob Wag- 
goner. Denise is a dead ringer for 
Councilman Bob Gordon, particular- 
ly about the waist line, and Didur 
appeared in a costume as well-worn 
as some.of the witnesses who had 
spent their clothing allowance in 
the Central avenue Palais d’Amuse- 
ment. Eugene R. Black appears 
equally at home at both places. He 
was the last man I saw at the coun- 
cil chamber in the afternoon and 
the first man I saw at the Audito- 
rium in the evening and he was 
wearing the same style of coiffure 
on each occasion. 

Cenductor Attacks Gum. 

Shakespeare or Bugs Bear says 
that a: man never gets too old to 
learn. I never knew before that 
opera conductors chewed gum, but 
Monday night Signor Roberto Mo- 
ranzoni was. attacking the Wrigly 
product with all the skill and 
technique of an outfielder. 

It isn’t common knowledge that

Bori had the biggest fan and Col- 
onel Guard the biggest hat in cap- 
tivity. 
Scotti Given Ovatien. 
Antonio Scottl was not in the

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cast, but he was nevertheless given 
an ovation by his friends when he 
entered the Auditorium. He is the 
father of Atlanta opera, it being 
his influence that brought the Met- 
ropolitan on its first southern trip. 
He knows nearly everybody in At- 
lanta by their first names and he 
evidently intends to stay awhile. He 
brought along sixteen suits of 
clothes exclusive of costumes. 

Signor Crimi is a Sicilian, but 
talks United States. He has more 
roles on his tongue tip than any 
Other operatic tenor. Colonel Guard 
explained that he {fs the pinch hitter 
of the Gatti organization. and Crimi 
has been in this country long 
enough to Know what was meant 
and to appreciate the compliment. 

The horse that drew the tumbril 
in Act IV. was drafted from a 
Decatur street dray and the revolu- 
tionary soldiery from the Georgia 
Tech R. Q. T. C. Otherwise, there 
wasn’t a:‘single Atlantan on the 
stage. 

Variegated Male Attire. 

Male costumes were as variegated 
as the costumes that persons look- 
ed at. It was 50-50 between eve- 
ning clothes and Tuxedoes and opera 
hats and straw skimmers. oO. B. 
Keeler paid his tribute to artistry 
by appearing in public for the first 
time since the war without his put- 
tee leggings. 

It isn't often that an announcer 
gets anything but the raspberry 
when he tells the public of a sub- 
Stitution. When Colonel Guard an- 
nounced “Crimi bats for Gigli,” he 
drew a round of applause. 

It was a typical Atlanta 
night audience. The opera was new 
and.the cast not over-heralded. 
However, the patrons were willing 
to meet the performers a good bit 
better than half way. 

Undoubtedly it was this spirit 
that permitted Crimi to overcome 
a trying situation and gather new 
confidence and power with each 
noté he sang. In the last two acts 
he reached his full powers and shar- 
ed honors with Miss Ponselle, whose 
work was never more brilliant. 

Denise Wins Honors. 

The great individual triumph of 

the evening was scored by Denise. 


His robust baritone and dramatic 
skill had the audience eager to ac- 
claim him at the climax of his ev- 
ery aria. 

But way back in the brain of ev- 
ery man, woman and child present 
was a thought for the good fellow 
that year after has given his talents 
unstintedly and unsparingly to the 
music-lovers of the southland. 

His golden voice was missed. It 
would be missed in a choir of an- 
gels, but the cheery presence, the

The eleventh season opened just as 
the ten that have gone before—with 
satisfying splendor and brightness, 

Appropriately, the first night 
Proved a triumph for Danise, the 
baritone who sang the role of Ger- 
ard in the revolutionary theme. Rosa 
Ponselle, too, returned to the hearts 
of her local friends, returned this 
time to stay. There was a. bit of 
disappointment registered at thein- 
ability of Beniamino Gigli, the sen- 
sational new tenor of the company, 
to appear, due to throat trouble. but 
Giulio Crimi filled the role more 
than acceptably. 

The Municipal Auditorium was 
dressed appropriately for the ocra- 
sion. Garbed in green and white 
bunting, it was ready to receive the 
happy crowds that began to file into 
its doors tong before the ascent of 
the curtain was due. It was dressed 
for the reception accorded an opera 
new to Atlanta; it was dressed for 
thé triumphs gleaned by the new 
Stars; it had los®its barren old air 
and was new for the new season.

Intensifies Appreciation. 
Though having a much better 
art, Atlanta brightens as much 
with the advent of opera as does 
the Auditorium. The social aspect 
of the season, brilliantly in evi- 
dence Monday night, does not weigh 
down the appreciation Atlanta has 
for opera—it Intensifies it. The 
horseshoe of boxes is a thing to hug 
to your memory, the colorful glint 
that the pretty dresses of prettier 
women give to the arena and the 


Surrounding boxes and dress circle 
will stick with the observer forever 
and a day. 

But the silent, respectful appre- 
ciation and the contrasting volleys 
of applause that the throng of 6,000 
gave the singers Monday night have 
precedence. There was something 
exquisitely appealing in the theme 
that brought the librettist and com- 
poser together. Iffectiveness was 
not missing—for instance, in the 
first act, the gay gavotte in the cas- 
tle of the Countess de Coigny is 
halted by the ominous muffle of 
revolutionary drums. Underlying 
many of the arias is the suggestion 
of that stirring ‘“Marsellaise,” and 
the opera abounds in amas which 
the novitiate can appreciate with- 
out a barbed-wire entanglement of 
counterpoint and tone color.

NEGRO ARRESTED 
BY JASPER PARTY 


Four Jasper county men, claim- 
ing to hold a warrant against Tom 
Walker, of 152 Randolph street, a 
negro who is said to have fled from 
Jasper county two months ago on 
account of the racial conditions 
there, arrested the negro with the 
aid of a city policeman Monday 
night, and stated they intended to 
return with him‘to Jasper county at 
once. Sheriff W. E. Persons, of 
Jasper county, informed The Con- 
stitution by long distance telephone 
on Monday night that he knew of 
no warrant being issued in Monti- 
cello for Walker's arrest. 

The Atlanta police were searching 
for the party of four white men 
on Monday night. It was not learn- 
ed whether they had left for Jasper 
county with the negro, or whether 
they were still in this city. 

Woman Informs Police. 


Lena Walker, wife of the negro 
arrested. was taken to the police 
station by, several white people and 
identified two of the four Jasper 
county men. One, she said, was 
John Smith, on whose plantation 
she and her husband had worked 
for two months without pay, and 
the other was Oscar Thomas, owner 
of a neighboring plantation. Both 
farmers, she said, live near the 
“murder farm” of John S. Williams, 
convicted slayer of one of his ne- 
groes. 

She said she and her husband hada 
fled together to Atlanta to escape 
from the racial conditions in Jas- 
per county. 

Walker is supposed to have been 
arrested on a warrant charging him 
with kidnaping Zollie Head, an- 
other negro employed on the Smith 
farm. Lena Walker said her 
husband had not kidnaped the man, 
and that Head had come to Atlanta 
of his own accord, leaving the Smith 
Plantation at about the same time 
as she and her husband had left. 

A young white man, dressed in 
the uniform of any army sergeant, 
called at police headquarters Mon- 
day afternoon, and asked for a 
call officer to accOmpany him, aa he 
held a warrant for a man’s arrest. 
No call officers were in at the time, 
and he went away. 

Lena Walker said she met Smith 
and three others, two of whom wore 
soldier uniforms, at Highland ave- 
nue and Randolph street about 8 
o’clock Monday night and Smith 
her. She recognized an- 
other as Thomas, Smith accompanied 
her to her home, and she called out 
her husband, Tom. The other three 
white men and a policemen came 
up. and the officer arrested the 
negro and turned him over to the 
Jasper county men, who went away 
with him.

Dr. C. B. Wilmer, prominent Ate | 
lanta minister and a member of the| 
inter-racial committee, when told of 
the state official's declaration that 
the situation was beyond the con- 
trol of Georgia authorities, took the 
position that the citizens should 
be fully Informed of the real con- 
ditions and then, if the violations 
were not checked, the aid of the 
federal government should be in- 
voked. 

“I do not believe in requesting the 
federal government to come _ into 
Georgia and take charge of the sit- 
uation until our people have been 
given an opportunity to stop the 
violations.” he said. “In my opin- 
ion, Georgians have not been fully 
informed on the extent of peonage 
and cruel treatment of the negroes, 
but when they are, they will see 
that the law is strictly enforced and 
the violations ended.” 


Time Has Not Yet Come. 


“The time has not come for the 
federal government to take complete 
control of the situation,” said Dr. 
M. Ashby Jones, pastor of the Ponce 
de Leon Avenue Baptist church, and 
another member of the inter-racial 
committee. 

“I believe that if the legislature 
will not remove from our statute 
books the act of 1903, which makes 
peonage possible. that if we can 
not create a public sentiment which 
will produce juries that will con- 
Vict in cases of lynching and the 
situation is beyond our control, then 
I would favor government assis- 
tance. 

“It is my opinion that the people 
of Georgia will realize the exist- 
ing situation and prosecute’ the 
cases without the federal govern- 
ment entering into full control. We 
must work to build up such a 
public sentiment as will demand en- 
forcement of the law in all cases,” 
concluded Dr. Jones.

“It is not my purpose now to 
elaborate, but simply to advise you 
that, in my opinion, this method of 
financing the state over its present 
difficulties is not only practicable, 
but would be entirely within the 
constitutional rights of the state, 
and, within the constitutional pow- 
er of the general assembly. I will 
be pleased to aid in the preparation 
of a law carrying this plan into 
effect. I sugges’t that this plan 
be brought to the attention of the 
legislators before assembling, that 
it may be thoroughly studied and 
all necessary details worked out,” 
the letter concludes. 


BOUTWELL FACING 
LYNCHING TRIAL 


Camilla, Ga. April 25.—M. K. 
Boutwell, 35, a well-known farmer, 
and one of the nine men indicted by 
the Mitchell county grand jury last 
week for violating the mob violence 
act, and for murder in connection 
with the death by lynching of Jim 
Roland, was placed on trial today 
in the Mitchell superior court. The 
eight other defendants wil] be tried 
separately. 

Grady Spearman, of Eatonton, 
Putnam county, surrendered tonight 
to Sheriff Crow, making the last of 
the defendants to give up. Judge 
R. C. Bell granted bond in the sum 
of $10,000. to Spearman, and he was 
releaesd. 

After two hours of preliminaries, 
together withthe selecting ofajury 
from 112 veniremen, the state de- 
cided that each defendant would be 
tried separately. Boutwell was 
chosen to go on trial. 

The selection of Boutwell by So- 
licitor-General B. C. Gardner came 
as a surprise to counsel for the de- 
fense. Efforts during the morning 
session of the court had been made 
to try the defendants jointly on both 
charges. 


Negro Testifies. 

The first witness to take the stand 
was Joe Martin, a negro, who tes- 
tified that he went to the home of 
J.B. Bettisonto get someone to Can - 


i'ry Roland to Camilla for protection. 


Roland stated, he said, he had shot 
Jason Harrell, and he was in fear 
of mob violence. 

Boutwell is said to be a prosper- 
ous farmer, with a large family. He 
is a brother-in-law of Jason Har- 
rell, who was shot and woundedina 
pistol duel with Roland, which 
brought about the lynching. 

Hearing of evidence was halted 
shortly after the negro took the 
stand by a legal battle upon the ad- 
mission of testimony. The court ad- 
journed at 6 o'clock. 


Negro is Wounded, 

Louisville, Ga., April 25.—War- 
rants were sworn out here late to- 
day against six men, charging them 
with assault with intent to murder 
in connection with the shooting of 
Edward Fleming, a negro whom 
they are alleged to have attempted 
to lynch a short distance from here 
Saturday night. 

B. T. Hattaway. C. M. McNeil and 
Millett Harrold have been arrested. 
Judge C. M. Hardman refuses bail 
for the men and has called the 
grand jury to meet Monday morn- 
ing. 

The wounded negro was carried 
to a hospital in Augugta and re- 
ports from there say that he may 
live. 

According to the confession of 
Millett Harrold, one of the men now 
in jail, Edward Fleming was ac- 
cused of shielding an unknown ne- 
gro, who, during the early part of 
Saturday night, seriously cut Char- 
lie McDaniels, a young white man, 
who was in a party of men who 
scught to overpower the negro be- 
cause he had jostled McDaniels on 
the street. McDaniels is in a Be- 
rioys condition, but will recover. 

Late Saturday night six men are 
alleged to have gone to the home of 
Edward Fleming, got him out of bed 
and made him enter an automobile, 
and tried to force him to give the 
name of the negro who cut McDan- 
iels. The negro denied knowing

It was stated authorita- 
tively no accurate digest of the long 
German proffer has been received 
at the state department as a fore- 
runner of the note itself which was 
so delayed in transmission that Sec- 
retary Hughes had not yet received 
it for study up to Monday night.

Of course, if the Germans are 
found to have submitted a proposi- 
tion which offers no basis whatever 
for prolonging negotiations, there 
will be, as one state department of. 
ficial expressed it, “nothing to do 
but turn the bill over to the bailiff.

It is a 
story with a real plot, its leading 
figure properly heroic—a _ socialist, 
but the harshness of that sugges- 
tion tempered by the soul of the 
poet—a revolutionist in the days of 
the Terror in Paris, whose efforts 
for moderation finally carry him to 
the guillotine. With him goes the 
woman who loves him, Maddalena 
di Coigny, substituting herself for 
an aristocrat already condemned, 
that she might be with her Jover 
in death, even though life had sep- 
arated them. 

Opposite Chenier the villain 
of the piece, Gerard, the socialist 
servant in the home of the Countess 
di Coigny, also im love with Mad- 
dalena, but afterward changing 
heart and pushing the hero in he- 
roics, 

The drama proved to be one of 
consistent movement, its scenes well 
laid; the ballroom in a chateau at 
the perigd when the wrongs of the 
people, disdained by their oppres- 
sors, were creeping in at doors and 
windows, even fat the height of 
feasting; a cafe in Paris during the 
Terror, which is a seething center 
of socialists and spies, of revolu- 
tionary mob spirit, and In the miast 
of all this, the meeting and the 
parting of lovers; the revolutionary 
tribunal, with its formalization of 
the mob spirit and its sounding of 
the primal emotions, from the aban- 
don of the “Carmagnole” to the 
mother’s sacrifice of her son for 
cannon fodder; and finally the prison 
scene and the tragic triumph of 
love. 

The music Giordano wrote for it 
is not great music, but it does very 
sincerely flow with the drama, and 
enforce it. It is pictorially effective 
whether in the drawing room scene 
at the beginning, where its suavity 
and blithesomeness at the start 
gathers, with Chenfer’s “¥Ympro- 
visso” and its unexpected trend, the 
clouds of approaching tragedy that 
grow into heightened confusion in 
the heavy orchestration toward the 
last, when Gerard enters with his 
ragged malcontents.

CUT IN FREIGHT RATES 


Macon, Ga., April 25.—(Special.)— 
Over 100 watermelon, pineapple, or- 


ange and vegetable growers from 
the southeastern states will cen- 
vene here tomorrow morning at 10 
o'clock in an informal conference 
at the Hotel Dempsey, with a rep- 
resentative of tHe interstate com- 
merce commission to ask for a re- 
duction of shipping rates on melons, 
fruits and vegetables.

the effect that at the meeting of the Geor- 
gia Federation of Trades in annual session 
in Atlanta, E. F. F. Callahan, an organizer 
of the National Textile Workers’ associa- 
tion, stated that women and children were 
iorced to work twelve and fourteen hours 
per day in certain textile mills in Columbus. 
A resolution was adopted authorizing the 
president of the federation to investigate 
these complaints, and, if found as repre- 
sented, to prefer charges against me as 
commissioner of commerce and labor. The 
notion to adopt this resolution was made 
by Jerome Jones, editor of The Journal of 
Labor, and wis seconded by Luther H. Still, 
of the Atlanta Typographical union. 

The article further stated that J. G. 
Valentino, the newly elected president, de- 
cared that representatives o the depart- 
ment of labor in Washington had recently 
‘investigated conditions under which women 
are foreed to work in Georgia. and the re- 
port made by these representatives described 
the conditions as being very bad. The reso- 
lution provided that if the charges are 
brought they are to be presented to Gover- 
nor-elect Hardwick and will allege negli- 
gence of duty.

I suspect that in gome instance the child 
labor law is violated. I suspect that in 
scme instanceg the 60-hour law per week is 
violated. It would be passing strange in- 
deed if there were no violations of these 
laws, ag every other law on the statute book 
is violated daily. I lay down the propos!- 
tion, however, that the child labor law and 
cther labor laws of the state are violated 
less often than any other law on the Geor- 
gia statute book 

In Georgia there is a law which provides 
that 60 hours per week shall be the max- 
imum hours observed by textile workers; 
“provided, that nothing herein contained 
shail be construed to prevent any of the 
aforesaid employees from working such time 
as may be necessary to make up lost time, 
not tg exeeed ten days, caused by accident 
or other unavoidable circumstances.’ The 
law provides that the hours worked per 
day shall not exceed ten, or ‘‘the same may 
be regulated by employers so that the num- 
ber of hours shall not aggregate exceeding 
60 hours per week,’’ except as to the mat- 
ter of making up lost time as mentioned 
above. Under this section employers can 
arrange their hours to twelve r day for 
five days in the week, or even fifteen hours 
rer day for four days. 

The only limitation with reference to the 
above sentence is that children under 14? 
years cannot be worked - legally after 7 
c’clock- p. m. and before 6 “o'clock a. m. 
Inder the law, however, children can work 
thirteen honra per day, less the time al- 
lowed for dinner. so long as the aggregate 
does not exceed GO hours, or in the matter 
of making up lost time as has been men- 
tioned. The fact, therefore, that a mill 
may work more than twelve hours per day 
is not conclusive that such mill was violat- 
ing the law. 

Conditions Satisfactory. 

As to the mills in Columbus, they were in- 
spected by W. A. Boy, chief clerk in this 
department, in January of this year, and 
his report showed conditions to be satisfac- 
tory. Previous inspections made by Mr. 
oy. by Mr. Griffin and myself found condi- 
tions to be not in violation of the law. It 
is manifestly impossible to inspect the mills 
of the state oftener than twice a year 
with the force we have available and the 
amount of money with which to pay travel- 
ing expenses. I asked the legislature to per- 
mit me to employ two inspectors, but the 
bill was amended, allowing me only one. 
Other employees of the department have the 
right of inspection and frequently assist in 
this work. I do considerable work of this 
kind myself, and my assistant has made a 
number of inspection trips. Of course, it is 
inanifestly impossible to check the employees 
into every mill in the morning and check 
them out at night. 

When a mill wishes to make up lost time 
caused by accident or other unavoidable cir- 
cumstances there is no law requiring a re- 
port. to be made to this department. I 
scught several years ago to have passed a 
law requiring employers to report to this 
cepartment when there was an intention 
to make up lost time. This bill failed of 
passage. There ig no state law as far as 
I have been able to discover regarding 
sanitation and hygiene. I sought to have 
passed such a measure. On the floor of the 
senate I was attacked by a senator pre- 
sumably favorable to labor because he later 
took the {initiative in amending the child 
labor law. He characterized me as a czar 
and a dictator and stated that I was trying 
to run the manufacturing plants of the 
state. This bill likewise failed of passaze. 

It is practically impossible for a-textile 
mill in Georgia to violate the child labor 
law without violating the federal act. 
have never been advised of a single prose- 
cution in this state under the federal child 
Inbor law. If this report by renresenta- 
tives of the department of labor in Washing- 
ton deserihed conditions as being very bad, 
why have they not begun some prosecutiong 
in Georgin? 

“Extravagant Statements.”’ 

Judging from other extravagant atate- 
ments heretofore ascribed to Mr. Callahan 
I am not at all surprised at his charge 
with reference to this law. If he knew of 
violations of this law. why did he not take 
up the matter with the solicitor-general of 
the Chattahoochee circuit? I feel sure that 
had Mr. Callahan furnished him with the 
facts he would have gladly brought action 
ngainet any person charged -with “the viola- 
tion of this law. The department of com- 
merce and labor is not the exclusive method 
of enforcement of the labor laws of the 
state, but any person knowing of the vio- 
Intion can present the matter to the courts, 
Tf Mr. Callahan or any other person did not 
care to do this, a request, of this department 
would have brought certain and swift action 
if the facts developed as he states they are. 
T am likewise not at all surprised at the 
attitude taken by Mr. Jones and Mr. Still. 
There are good reasons on the part of both 
why they are displeased with me as com- 
missioner of commerce and labor. Mr. Jones 
has tried reneatedly to gét up opposition to 
me, and Mr. Still made a desperate effort 
to secure the position of factory inspector 
in this department and had the aid of Mr. 
Jones. IT saw fit, however, not to cive him 
the place. I. L. Griffin, of Valdosta, is 
factory inapector and has given active, in- 
telligent and diligent service to the state. 

If Mr. Jones is so anxinua to he commis- 
sioner of commerce and labor that he wishes 
me to he removed that he might he appoint- 
el to the joh, why does he not take some- 
thing to steady hig nerves and become a can- 
didate? The law provides a way open for 
him to get the office. and TI guegest that he 
piume himself as a candidate and enter the 
race in 1922. I promise him an interesting 
eampaign if he sees fit to accept my chal- 
lenge. 

I welcome any investigation on the part 
of all levallv constituted anthorities at anv 
time, and defy Mr. Jones, Mr. Callahan and 
Mr. Still to do their worst. 


STANDARD OIL CUTS

Chicago, April 25.—Three cents a 
gallon was clipped off the wholesale 
price of gasoline in the Chicago 
district, the Standard Oil company 
announced late Monday. The new 
price is effective Tuesday. 

Wholesale gasoline was reduced 
from 23 to 20 cents a gallon. The 
filling station reduction dropped 
from 23 to 22 cents while a reduc- 
tion of from 131-2 to 101-2 cents a 
nound for parafin was announced.

FURTHER GAINS): 


New York, April 25.—Further va- 
riable accessions to last week’s be- 
lated advance were registered in 
the course of today’s active and ex- 
pansive stock market. Rails were 
almost the only important issue to 
derive little or no benefit. 

Accompanied by a turnover of 
about 1,750,000 shares the popular 
Oils, motors, steels, coppers, ship- 
pings and variable specialties scored 
extreme gains of 1 to 5 points, This 
advantage was materially reduced 
before the close, however, on exten- 


sive selling for profits. 

Reasons for the relative back- 
wardness of rails were found in ad- 
vices over the week-end from lead- 
ing railway terminals. These in 
substance reported another decrease 
of tonnage at western points and 
marked decreases at eastern and 
southern centers. 

Most other incidents were encour- 
aging, notably the stronger domes- 
tic bank position and the trend of 
events abroad. Less tension was 
observed in the British industrial 
situation and the’ question of Ger- 
man reparations seemed to have en- 
tered upom a more satisfactory 
phase. 

The foreign exchange market 
strengthened perceptibly in connec- 
tion with the latter development, 
bills on London rising to highest 
quotations since last July, the de- 
mand rate approximating $3.95. 
Stockholm and Christiania were the 
only noteworthy exceptions, even 
the German market gaining mate- 
rially. 

Anomalous conditions prevailed in 
the money market, all demand loans 
holding at 6% per cent on the ex- 
change, although that quotation was 
again shaded by a full 1 per cent 
in most outside negotiations. Inte- 
rior banks were reported to have 
added to local reserves, but time 
funds even for the shorter maturi- 
ties were unaltered. 

Liberty issues, which comprised 
the bulk of the day’s operations in 
the bond market closed at nominal 
recessions and other bonds, domes- 
tic and foreign, were inclined to re- 
act moderately.

It was said that 
tenders of holdings had been free 
and that Kansas in particular gave 
indications of an increased move- 
ment this week. The trade practi- 
cally ignored a forecast of freezing 
temperatures tonight in Kansas a 
Nebraska, and held to an opinion 
that the cold weather would fail to 
injure crops. <A big decrease in the 
domestic visible supply total was 
of some temporary assistance to the 
bulls, but rallies which took place 
were soon more than offset by de- 
clines at Winnipeg notwithstand- 
ing that with one exception the do- 
mestic visible supply is the smallest 
in thirty years. 

Corn and oats sympathized with 
the wheat decline, although it was 
estimated 500,000 bushels of corn 
were bought for shipment to Eu- 
rope.

four principal markets in the At- 
lanta federal grain supervision dis- 
trict. It gives interesting indica- 
tions of the trend of the grain 
business in that territory. 

In preparing this table the re- 
ceipts as reported Dy the railroads 
Were used at Atlanta. as only a 
small portion of the grain arriving 
at that point is inspected. Practically 
all the grain arriving at the other 
three points, Birmingham, Jackson- 
ville and Savannah, is inspected, and 
the inspection figures, therefore 
have been used, it being assumed 
that any small portion not inspected 
will show about the same fluctua- 
tion in volume as the inspected 
portion. No figures are given of 
the receipts of corn at Savannah 
as that market uses practically 
none of this commodity. Likewise, 
Atlanta is the only one of these 
markets which receives any wheat. 

A study of the table shows that 
the receipts of wheat in Atlanta in 
1920 were only approximately 56 
per cent of.the receipts in 1919, 
while the receipts of corn at the 
three corn consuming markets, At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Jacksonville 
were 56 per cent Zreater in 1920 thin 
Mm 1919.

The receivts at 
where corn is not extensively used, 
were only 12 per cent greater. while 
the receipts at Birmingham, where 
there are three 'arge corn mi!ls, sev- 
era! mixed feed plants, increased 7 
per cent, 

In. Atlanta, the receipts for this 
period in 1920 dropped to 60 per 
cent of the 1919 receipts. This 
decrease is probably accounted for 
by the fact that during the first 
six months ofthe year 1920, Atlanta 
received 37 per cent more oats than 
it did for the corresponding period 
of the preceding year, and dealers 
carrieed a considerable stock Over 
into the last half of the year. 

The receipts at Birmingham for 
the last half of 1920 show prac- 
tically no change in the receipts 
for the same period in 1919. 

Jacksonville, where oats are used 
for feeding only, showed a slight 
decrease, the receipts for the last 
half of 1920 beingonly 82 per cent 
of those forthe same period in1919. 

Savannah showed ae large in- 
crease, 129 per cent. This market 
is relatively small, and will natur- 
ally show larger variations than 
markets using larger quantities. 
Some of this increase is also prob- 
ably duetothelarge amount of red 
oats received during the summer 
20r seed. 

The figures, as a whole, indicate 
that during the year 1920 and par- 
ticularly during the latter. part of 
the year, the consumption of wheat 
in the southeast decreased heavily; 
the consumption of corn increased 
even ore, and the consumption of 
oats ecreased slightly. The ee 
crease in consumption of wheat and 
part of the increase in the con- 
sumption of cornis undoubtedly due 
to the relative cheapness at the 
present time fpr corn meal, as con- 
pared with flour. The people of 
this territory are accustomed to 
using corn meal, and at the pres- 
ent difference in prices, have re- 
duced their consumption of flour 
and increased their use of corn 
meal.
